Belize, May 5, 1899. 

Sir : I have the honor to submit the following report for the month 
of April : 

The weather has been unusually dry and warm during the month and 
there has been considerable sickness in Belize and surrounding colony, 
consisting principally of malarial and intermittent fevers. I inclose the 
report of the registrar general for the month of March ; the April report 
will be forwarded by next mail, not being out of press in time for this. 

There are 2 plants for fumigating purposes here. They should be 
consolidated in one place. 'I can arrange it so that it will be perfectly 
satisfactory to the Service.
